With the secondary school gen- 
erally accepted as a school which' all 
pupils between the ages of 14 and 
18 years will attend, changes in the 
emphasis on educational program 
have been made, Edmundson sold. 

Debarments which a decade ago 
were considered appendages to the 
general program are now becoming 
prominent and bulging with stu- 
dents, he explained. Most high 
school buildings erected 20 or more 
years ago were designed to house a 
narrow educational program which 
was primarily college preparatory. 

Since that time, educators and the 
public have given a broader inter- 
pretation to secondary education. 
Today the departments of business 
education, industrial and physical 
education and home making are 
considered "musts" in the educatio- 
nal program of the secondary school. 

As a result, secondary education 
administrators are finding it neces- 
sary to increase building facilities 
and add faculty members to these 
departments. 

Last year the board of education

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Economic Highlights 

The tragedy in Korea has demonstrated a fact 
that many of us, including highly-placed military 
men, hod tended to forget — that there can be two 
kinds of war. 

Up to the time that North Korea sent her troops 
pouring across the 38th parallel, we had been thinking 
in terms of the "big" intercontinental war. This, if it 
came, was to be war on an unprecedented scale and 
of an unprecedented type. It was to be a war of 
amazing machines which would wreak death and des- 
truction on a huge scale and at vast distances. A but- 
ton would be pushed, and an atom bomb or a guided 
missile would be on its way toward the target. It 
would be a war of science and technology. Some 
thought it might be a war in which a decision would \ 
be reached without any ground action at all, and 
without opposing troops coming face to face. 

No one can say that these concepts are wrong — 
they might hold true in that "big" war the world 
now fears. But it is clear that they do not apply in 
Korea. 

In Korea we have a war In which the traditio- 
nal, relatively simple weapons are all-important. The 
man with a gun in his hand must do the fighting. It 
is the most difficult and dismal sort of war imagin- 
able. Great troop movements of the sort that took 
place in Europe in the last war arc impossible. Every- 
thing is based upon the small unit — the battalion, the 
company, the platoon, even the squad. The importance 
of the individual soldier is supreme — if one man fails, 
disaster to many may follow. In this, the war is com- 
parable to the jungle operations against the Japanese* 
during the island-hopping period that preceded the 
Empire's surrender. 

We are fighting an enemy whose habits and 



thoughts arc incomprehensible to the Western mind. 
The cruel fanaticism of the Orient finds its perfect 
reflection in the Korean soldier. Human life Is, worth- 
less, death but an incident No matter how many arc 
killed, more come on. North Korean casualties have 
been infinitely greater than ours. But the offensives 
have been pushed in spile of them. 

The Koreans have proven themselves extra- 
ordinarily adept at infiltration, and at guerrilla ac- 
tivity, This, in the first weeks, was one of the worst 
problems faced by the Americans. The enemy seemed 
to be everywhere, and foe and friend looked alike. 
The Korean soldier accepts the greatest of hardships 
with apparent cquinamity— he has known little bui 
privation all his life. He can sleep anywhere. A hand- 
ful of the coarest food sustains him. Supply, as we 
know it in the American army, is unknown to him. 

Worst of oil, it is clar, we had not planned for 
this war. Our eyes were elsewhere — in Formosa, Iran, 
Europe — even as our minds were considering the other 
kind of war. And so, in every way, we were com- 
pletely surprised. 

The lesson we have learned is a grim one. Wc 
must be prepared for any kind of war — and for war 
almost anywhere.

B oth have caused heavy death 
leases that cut sharply Into tne. 
feeders' profits. One Is called entcro- 
toxemia — or "overeating disease — 
and the other, ecthyma — or '"con- 
tacioiw sore mouth.' 

So research veterinarians set out 
to find something which would put 
an end to this costly condition. 

Responsible for enterotoxemla, they 
found, was a germ of the gas gan- 
grene type, a germ that gives off 
poisons. The research was culminated 
when the veterinarians produced a 
vaccine which la now proving highly 
successful as an aid In protecting 
Iambs from enterotoxemla. 

The cause of "sore mouth", a virus, 
was discovered by a Texas veterinary 
scientist. He perfected an efficient 
method for making a vacclr* which 
would Immunize sheep against this 
disease. His method. Incidentally, 
was much like ono whl:h Is used to 
make a v.icclne for pmtc:Ung human 
beings c^alnst e:sr.ll no::. 

These two ccntribu'.:ar,.i to science 
are now bclns u:e-J in all countries 
where sheep ara rr.Ired. and are con- 
tributing much to Iamb feeding 
profits.
